FIRE DESTROYS 
THREE BUILDINGS 


Baldwin Park Suffers Loss From De­ 
structive 
Fire —Newspaper 
Office), 
Woman's Olub-House, and Residence 
Total Losses—Lack of Water Makes

A fire which resulted in the total de­ 
struction of the building and plant of 
the Baldwin Park Bulletin, the Wo­ 
man's club-house, and tho residence of 
Mr. Ray Allen, occurred a t . Bald win 
Park shortly after midnight, Monday. 


The fire originated in the office of the 
Bulletin, and was first seen by two 
young men driving past on their motor­ 
cycle on their way to the mountains to 
participate in the opening of the fishing 
season. They at once aroused the occu­ 
pants of the surrounding houses, and a 
valiant fight was made to save the ad­ 
jacent property from obstruction. 
Ef­ 
forts, however, were of little avail, as 
the only water available was from tho 
domestic service pipos of the adjoining 
houses. It was quickly seen that the 
Bulletin office and the club-house wore 
doomed, and all efforts were turned to­ 
wards saving the residence occupied by 
Joseph Wade and Ernest Root and their 
families, and the large garage owned by 
Mr. Reynolds. By almost superhuman 
effort this was accomplished, and the 
fire was confined to throe buildings. 


When the first started a call was sent 
to tho Covina fire department for assist­ 
ance, which responded after an unfor­ 
tunate delay.

Even dying for y o u r c o u n 
t r y does not compensate for failure to 
live for God, or lack of faith in His Son 
On t h e other hand, religion must not 
displace patriotism. 
1 can conceive o 
folks 
becoming so religious, in their 
own eyes a t least, who may think it u 
too curuul thing for them to love their 
c o u n t r y — t o feel or show any patriot 
ism. 
B u t when you find one so relig 


on in his country, and who would make 
no sacrifices to defend his country or 
her rights, you may well p u t an interro­ 
gation mark after hie religion. It h a s 
gone to seed in some way, and only be 
careful not to carry a n y of t h e seed 
home to plant in your garden. 


I t is a fact of great satisfaction and 
significance to remind ourselves t h a t t h e 
truly great religious leaders of all time 
have been great patriots. 
T a k e t h e old 
prophets of Bible history: Moses, Da­ 
vid, Isaiah, Ezekiel, Amos. 
These were 
patriots of t h e truest type, and their 
messages left us are great state papers. 


But 
w h a t is true 
p a t r i o t i s m ! 
H e r e 
as everywhere 
else in this world you 
find -the false and true. 
There is the 
superficial and artificial, a n d there is 
the deep and genuine. 


Patriotism is one of the highest forms 
of unselfishness. I t is never to be at­ 
tained b y a sfiirit 
wrapped up in its 
own narrow interests. I t springs 
fun­ 
damentally from a great love for men. 
It. goes almost without saying there are 
a host of folks in our own beloved land 
"who have not gone very far in the les­ 
son of unselfishness—a lot of folks who

It in a bold, vindictive 
strain, 
it declares one of the most natural in- 
lignalions of t h e human 
heart.

scorn and contempt 
which men feel,

ficed, and then see other men who h n ' j 
the mime interest in the result .which 
they have, coming out cool und unharm­ 
ed from their safe hiding places to take 
a part of t h e victory which they have 
done nothing to secure. 
Meroz 
stands 
for that. I t stands for the shirker; for 
him who is willing to have other 
folks 
to 
fight t h e battles of life, while he 
omes in to tnke the spoils. 
As I have studied t h e circumstojiees 
of this ancient situation, I'hiivo felt it 
had a message for us who live 
under 
the stars and stripes. 


I confess to a sense of satisfaction, 
that our own beloved nation h a s taken 
her place in this great 
world-struggle; 
that, she is not going to be >i shirker; 
that she is not going to put herself 
alongside of old Meroz. 
That is the his­ 
torian of England or F r a n c e or of a n y 
of the allied countries will never write 
Cursed be the United S t a t e s of Amer­ 
ica and tho inhabitants thereof, because 
they came not to the help of the Lord, 
to the help of the Lord 
against the 
m i g h t y . " 
Friends, t h e application is 
apparent. Tho time n m v e d 
when 
this 
country could not consistently 
disclaim 
any 
interest or responsibility in this 
struggle which is drenching tho soil of 
Europe with the blood of her best man­ 
hood. I n t h e earlier period of this w a r 
we were saying and hearing on every 
side, " Whut a r e they 
fighting 
f o r t " 
But w e aro not saying that. now. T h e 
issue is clear. 
W h a t e v e r 
may have 
been t h e cause or lack of cause for t h e 
beginning of this war, it is clear to t h e 
grent group of nations of which we now 
are one, that as far hy they a r e con­

Those are serious time* for poultry- 
keepers, and many aro finding them so 
serious that they are quitting cold. 
I 
don't blamo thorn. Only the most care­ 
ful 
handling, under favorable 
condU 
tions, can hope for any results but rod 
ink. Until there is a radical reduction 
in feed prices tho best that can bo done 
is just to hold on, with ns much of your 
stock as posslblo, content if you enn 
make tho two ends meet in any sort of 
fashion. 
And how are you going to do 
this 
1? To take the old stock first, you 
must raise afl much grocn stuff for them 
as poHsible. Kale, cabbage, Swiss chard, 
lettuce, and beets aro all of the greatest 
value. Beets—sugar beets in particular 
are quite a splendid addition to tho i 
list of useful foods, and I was told only' 
tho other day of a flock of hens that 
lived and kept up thoir laying for near­ 
ly throe weeks on nothing but beets for 
food. 
But all vegetable food 
is good 
for rosults, and fowls certainly like a 
varioty, and give better returns on a 
varied vegetable diet. 


Now, hero is another 
point 
worth 
taking note of. 
So long as you use n 
really well-balanced mash, you can cut 
out tho grain almost to vanishing point, 
especially if you will take a little trou­ 
ble, 
and do as follows. Overnight take 
tho amount of mash which you will need 
for a good substantial morning feed, 
and cook it well, with tho addition of 
tho wnsto scraps from tho day's meals. 
Mako this tho morning feed. 
At noon 
give green food, plenty of it. 
For tho 
last meal of the day let the birds have 
some of tho samo mash, dry, in a proper 
hopper, nnd put into tho mash a hand 
ful or two of rolled barley, or milo 
maiao, mixing well up in the 
mash. 
This small quantity will give the birds 
something to pick about for, and you 
will And that they will very soon get 
quite accustomed to this kind of food 
ing, and if you attend well to 'your 
birds you will be surprised at tho num 
her of eggs they will lay on a diet 
whU'h contains 
practically 
no 
whole 
grain at all. But here is a matter which 
you must not forget, especially when 
feeding as I have been describing. 
Be 
sure to see that the birds have plenty 
of lime, in the form of grit and shell 
A lump of slaked, or. hydrated, lime in 
a pen is a good thing too. Also, once u 
week put into the mash a good half tea- 
spoonful of optioni salt for each bird; 
and a little sulphur is always beneficial. 
These things cost only a trifle, 
but 
their presence in the fond makes a lot 
of 
difference 
to the health of your

With his head resting in n pool of 
blood from a two-inch gash on his scalp, 
Herman Heinze, pioneer German-Ameri­ 
can citizen of Pucnte, was discovered 
dead on Monday of this week, the re­ 
sult of a fall that must have ended his 
life without a regaining of conscious­ 
ness. 
A coroner's jury in Covina on 
Wednesday came to the verdict 
that 
his death 
was accidental. 
It 
might 
have been caused primarily by heart 
failure. 
He was 63 years old, and n 
native of Germany. 


The body was discovered when Mrs. 
Hoinze became worried because her hus­ 
band did not appear from his room. 
Not having seen him in the yard in the 
usual way, she made an investigation. 
Neighbors assisted her in forcing an en­ 
trance into his room, where the body 
was found in rigid death, life having 
been extinct for a number of hours. 


Those who testified at the inquest 
were Dr. W. W. Shultz, Martin William­ 
son and Constable Gratian Bidart, who 
were called by Mrs. Heinze nt the time 
of her discovery. 


The funeral 
services, conducted by 
the Rev. S. J. McConnell, pastor of the 
Covina M. E. Church, were held on 
Thursday morning, from the undertak­ 
ing parlors of W. Q. Custer. The inter­ 
ment occurred in the Savanah cemetery. 
The services were attended by a large 
number of friends of the deceased. 


The death of Mr. Heinze removes one 
of the picturesque characters of Pu- 
ente, identified with the days when the 
village was a Bmall trading place for 
the great grain ranch known as tho 
" L u c k y " Baldwin rancho. 
For years 
Mr. Heinze kept a tavern at the junc­ 
tion of the roads, and every teamster 
and traveller across that'great strotch 
of grain country knew him well. 
He 
was host to hundreds of men in the 
olden days when friendship meant, more 
than is the case in those days. 
Many 
who may be at the ends of the earth 
at this time, if they hear of the death 
of this pioneer tavorn-keoper, will re­ 
call the long, hot days on the glisten­ 
ing plains, when "Heinze's p l a c e " was 
an oasis for parching throats of both 
man and beast. 
His body rests in the 
old Savanah cemetery, near El Monte.
